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I,  Chr.rles  Writer  KENDALL,  of  747  Send gate  Load,  Cla.yfield, 
Brisbane,  in  the  State  of  Queensland,  civil  servant,  make  oath 
and  say  as  follows:- 


1.  In  the  nonths  of  August  end  Scpter.bcr,  1942,  I  was  a  Captain 
in  the  Australian  Military  forces  being  QX  6134.  I  was  attached 
to  the  18th  Infantry  Brigade  Headquarters,  and  took  pai t  in  the 
fighting  at  Mine  Bay  during  those  nonths. 

2.  Ab^ut  1st.  or  2nd.  September,  1942)  at  'Wag a  Wage  in  Milne 
Bay  v;c  captured  the  headquarters  of  a  Japanese  Marine  Heginent, 
In  clearing  the  jungle  around  these  Headquarters  for  our  own 
defensive  position,  I  saw  the  bodies  of  two  Australian  soldiers 
who  had  been  rer.bers  of  the  6lst.  Militia  Battalion. 


3.  One  of  these  bodies  was  lying  on  the  ground  with  his  hands 
tied  together  in  front  of  hir,  and  his  trousers  pulled  down  arouh^ 
his  knees  and  tied  down  to  his  boots  by  his  bolt.  He  had  tho 
tops  of  his  cars  cut  off,  and  about  twenty  knife  or  bayonet  wound 
in  the  body,  his  hands  were  tied  in  front  of  his  chest  and  his 
fore-arrs  were  cut  as  though  ho  had  been  trying  to  protect 
hir.sclf.  His  buttocks  and  genitals  had  been  frightfully  mutilat 

4.  About  six  feet  away  from  his  body  the  other  body  was  tied  to 
a  tree,  with  his  hands  behind  his  back.  He  had  about  six  snail 
wounds  on  the  upper  am.  The  ground  around  the  base  of  the 
tree  was  very  disturbed  as  though  he  had  been  tied  there  for 
sone  days. 

5.  Both  these  bodies  were  not  norc  then  fifty  yards  from  the 
Japanese  Headquarters  which  had  been  captured. 

6.  On  the  track  leading  fror.  Wage,  ".aga  to  Lillihi,  I  saw  the 
body  of  another  Australian  soldier,  with  his  hands  tied  behind 
his  back,  lying  face  downwards.  He  was  tied  with  string.  He 
had  a  wound  on  his  leg,  with  a  service  field  dressing  on  it, 
and  he  had  the  top  of  his  head  cut  ri^ht  off.  The  top  portion 
of  the  skull  was  lying  forward  as  if  it  had  been  cut  right 
through  with  a  hcevy  knife  or  sword,  and  had  been  chopped  from 
the  rear.  He  also  had  Heccrtoiona  criss-crossing  his  back  and 
siroulders.  They  appeared  to  be  knife  or  sword  wounds,  and  had 
cut  right  throuh  the  shirt  in  the  flesh. 

7.  Between  the  villages  of  Wage  '.Voga  and  Goroni,  near  a  Japanese 
Wireless  Station,  I  saw  the  body  of  a  native  women  pegged  out 

on  the  ground.  She  was  tied  with  twine  from  her  './rists  end

1.  In  the  nonths  of  August  and  Scptcr.bcr,  1942,  I  was  a  Captain 
in  the  Australian  Military  Forces  being  QX  6134.

5.  Both  these  bodies  were  not  r.ore  than  fifty  yards  fron  the 
Japanese  headquarters  which  had  been  captured. 

6.  On  the  track  leading  fro r.  Y/aga  '.'.aga  to  Lillihi,  I  saw  the 
body  of  another  Australian  roldier,  with  his  hands  tied  behind 
his  back,  lying  face  downwards.  He  was  tied  with  string.  He 
had  a  wound  on  his  leg,  with  a  service  field  dressing  on  it, 
and  he  had  the  top  of  his  head  cut  ri_,ht  off.  The  top  portion 
of  the  skull  was  lying  forward  as  if  it  had  been  cut  right 
through  with  a  heavy  knife  or  sword,  and  had  been  chopped  fror. 
the  rear.  He  also  had  Daccrtaiona  criss-crossing  his  back  and 
shoulders.  They  appeared  to  be  knife  or  sword  wounds,  and  had 
cut  right  throuh  the  shirt  in  the  flesh. 

7.  Between  the  villages  of  Wage  Wage  and  Goroni,  near  a  Japanese 
tireless  Station,  I  saw  the  body  of  a  native  women  pegged  out 

on  the  ground.  She  was  tied  with  twine  from  her  t/rists  and 
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ankles  to  pegs  driven  in  the  ground.  Both  of  her  breasts  had 
been  cut  off  end  one  was  plr.cod  on  her  face  rnd  the  other  one- 
on  her  stomach.  The  body  appeared  to  be  that  of  a  young  native 
woman  about  20  years  old.  She  was  naked,  and  did  not  appear 
to  have  been  dead  for  very  long.  In  my  opinion,  her  breasts 
had  been  severed  with  a  knife  as  they  were  very  raggedly 


8.  Within  a  couple  of  days  a  Japanese  soldier  was  captured  at 
Ahione .  He  spoke  English,  and  I  showed  him  the  bodies  of 
the  two  Australian  soldiers  whom  I  have  previously  mentioned. 
He  told  me  that  he  was  attached  to  the  landing  party,  end  that 
the  ill -treatment  and  torturing  of  Australian  troops  was  done 
by  the  orders  of  their  officers  so  that  the  Japanese  soldiers 
would  fight  and  not  surrender,  because  the  same  things  would 
be  done  to  them  now  that  these  atrocities  had  been  committed 
on  the  Australians.
